BANK STOCK I 


Transfer of 1313 Shares 
In Santa Ana Institution 
Is Called for in Papers 


DEAL NOWW ESCROW 


Parties in Transaction Re­ 
fuse to Make Statement 
Of Consideration Amount 
P 
APERS ARE in escrow today 
under which William. E. Otie, 
af Santa Ana, ie to become the 
owner of tho H. H. Holbush build­ 
ing» at the northweet corner of 
Fourth and Main streets, end 1313 
shares of stock 
in 
tho Orang# 
County Trust and Savings bank 
are to pace out of tho banda of 
Otis and his associates. 
The papers call for the transfer 
of the bank stock to Helbush and 
of the Helbush building to Otis on 
June I. 
None of the parties Involved was 
willing to make a statem ent as to 
the values involved. 
Unofficially It 
was estimated that the bank stock 
goes into the deal on a basis that 
might be somewhere between $375,- 
000 and $450,000. 
The bank stock represents a few 
shares less than 60 per cent of the 
stock of the Orange County Trust 
and Savings bank. 
As the result 
of a strenuous buying campaign 
two years ago, the ownership of 
tho stock in the bank was concen­ 
trated in the hands of a few. 
Changes in Directorate 
Practically all of the 1313 shares 
involved in th© trade now in es­ 
crow, it is understood, stands in 
William E. Otis’ name, the re ­ 
mainder of the 1313 shares In the 
names of his associates on the di­ 
rectorate of the bank. 
When the 
escrow becomes effective June I, 
changes in the directorate will, of 
course take place. 
The Helbush building for many 
years was the banking property of 
the First National bank of Santa 
Ana, 
Following the building of 
the First National bank a t the 
southwest corner of Fourth and 
Main streets, the F irst National 
sold the northwest corner to H. 
H. Helbush, of Los Angeles. 
Hel­ 
bush immediately remodelled the 
entire structure, turning it from 
a three-story building to a four- 
story office building, which it now is, 
with stores on the ground floor. Ifel - 
bush has owned the building about 
two years. 
The property measures IOO feet 
on North Main street and 46 feet 
and a few inches on W est Fourth. 
Associates Not Involved 
In the deal that is being con­ 
summated, for his bank stock, Otis 
Is to receive the building and the 
rest in cash. His associates in the 
bank are to receive cash for their 
stock and are not involved in the 
ownership of the Helbush building. 
Commenting today on the trans­ 
fer of stock by Otis and his asso­ 
ciates, Charles Cotant, president of 
the Orange County Savings and 
Trust company, said the transfer 
would have no effect on the m an­ 
agement of the banking institution. 


Baldwin Property

Powell and Miss Pike were m ur­ 
dered.”

He advised caution, however. 
Fears of breaks along the west

Rouge and along the east levees of 
the Atchafalaya continues, 
how­ 
ever. 
Several thousand laborers have 
abandoned 
efforts to hold dikes 
west of the Atchafalaya following 
the break at Melville and today 
were a t work opposite that inun­ 
dated town, fighting to hold the 
east side levees.

in some Instances the relinquishing 
of a very pleasant and Instructive 
hobby for a few persons who care 
to devote 
the tim e to the proper 
handling of these little benefactors 
of hum anity. 
The excuse th a t a few persons 
have been stung Is a poor one 
for prom ising trouble for local hee 
owners. 
T here 
are 
countless 
thousands of them 
flitting from 
one to another of the thousand 
and one varieties of flow ers, and 
there Is practically no danger of 
being stung unless you deliberately 
torm ent them . The danger of b e ­ 
ing m aim ed for life, or killed o u t­ 
right, is fa r greater on our street 
crossings, than of having a honey 
bee use you for a pincushion. 
The w riter for m onths has passed 
by a hom e whose back lot con­ 
tain s several hives of bees, and 
w as neveij aw are of their existence. 
T here are doubtless a few sw arm s 
being kept In the city, h u t they 
are an asset to their owners, and 
are w orth fa r more than th e big 
roving dogs and 
little snapping, 
harking curs which have the run 
of the streets, and which do a lot 
m ore harm to flowers and gardens 
than a sw arm of honey bees could 
do In a lifetim e. 
The w riter spent several hours 
last week rem oving a sm all sw arm 
of bees from a 
partition 
of 
a 
N orth Main street barn, and now 


has them 
properly 
hived, 
and 
placed on his 
property, 
where 
there is little or 
no 
chance 
of 
their causing trouble unless de­ 
liberately annoyed by trespassers. 
He expected to gain some in terest­ 
ing knowledge as well as 
an 
oc­ 
casional comb of honey for his 
own table, to pay him for taking 
care of them . 
Now, it seems, he 
faces the danger of a rrest and a 
fine, w ith a chance of spending 
part of his tim e in Jail, lf con 
victed of the crim e (?) of keeping 
bees. 
If some be© fancier w ill buy my 
hive of bees, paying m e 
for 
the 
trouble 
and 
expense 
I have In­ 
curred to give my bees a real home, 
I will sell them , but I will not des­ 
troy them , ordinance or no ordin­ 
ance. I can, lf necessary, protect 
m yself from being stung, and then 
break up their home, thereby 
en­ 
dangering the neighbors by tu rn ­ 
ing loose a lot of ju stly 
infuriated 
bees, whose efforts to take their 
rightful place In life, and to work, 
not only for them selves, b ut 
for 
hum anity as a whole, would be a 
d irty trick to play on them , as well 
as a needless one.

William E. Roberts Urges 
Cultivation of Powers of 
Appreciation in Talk 


“How big is your world?” 
Tho question was asked by the 
Rev. William E. Roberta, of Loa 
Angeles, former pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church of Santa. Ana, 
In an addrest yesterday befora the 
Santa Ana Rotary club of which 
he was a member while in Santa 
Ana. 
The former Santa Anan was 
given an ovation by the Rotariana 
w ith whom he was very popular 
when a member of the club. 
In his address, 
the Rev, Mr. 
Roberts answered the question he 
had asked. 
In brief, he said th at 
one's world is aa large as hie ca­ 
pability of appreciation. 
“Some persons,” said he, “build 
a fence around themselves, gather 
a few friends around them, and 
are great in their own small world. 
But anyone who is wrapped up in 
himself selfishly Is indeed wrapped 
up in a small package. 
“Picture, if you will, a green 
pasture.

One’s world,

Facta and figures pass from 
us, but the power of appreciation 
th at has been aroused and develop­ 
ed In ua grows and grows In ac­ 
cordance with our ability and de­ 
sire to expand. 
Darwin in his old

One’s world is not bounded 
by population, but by viewpoint 
and by appreciation.”

It la probable that the old 
donkey-riding tourist 
got 
more 
out of the trip (Including blisters 
and cramp) than the modern tour­ 
ist does. who flashes by the mile­ 
stones an fast so they look like 
a cemetery. 
The automobiles and 
other modem inventions somehow 
seem out of place In this Bible 
land and have spoiled its 
and quietness and quaintness. The 
old order Is passing—the Dodge 
and the Hudson have put the don­ 
key and the camel out of business 
here. 
If you want to see the real 
Palestine you had better hurry. 
is almost too late now. The ahaP* 
herd’s flute is heard no more brit 
the land is full of the -honk. honk. 
honk’ of the auto hem. 
Treeless Land 
"Palestine Is a treeless land. Tts 
hills and valleys and plains are 
absolutely devoid of timber with 
the exception of the scattered olive 
orchards and fruit trees that have 
bePn set out. 
There is no ma­ 
terial here for building purposes. 
it has to be shipped in. 
That is 
one reason they build everything 
of stone. The other reason Is that 
there is so much rock everywhere 
thev have to use it 
to 
get 
rid 
of it. 
. 
. 
"To see this land one needs to 
take four trips from Jerusalem, 
north, south, east and west. 
The 
first one I will describe is the 
! trip to Jericho, Jordan and tae 
Dead Sea. 
This can be made by 
I auto in a half day over a wonder­ 
fully 
fine 
but 
crooked 
road. 
descending 4000 feet in its w ind­ 
ings from 
Jerusalem 
2700 
feet 
above sea level, to 1300 feet be­ 
low sea level at the Dead Sea. In 
a distance of 25 miles. 
This auto 
road has been built ainee the war. 
and on account of Its easy *r*dlent 
Is much longer than the old ronfl 
used by donkeys and pedestrians 
since 
the 
days 
of 
the 
Good 
Samaritan. 
.. 
"Leaving Jerusalem, three miles 
east. we came to the little tPW” 
of Beths ny. the home 
of 
M an, 
M artha and Lazarus, where Jesus 
wa« so often a guest. 
The old 
Bethany is nothing but a heap of 
ruins now. but the guide 
ly points out the house of Mary 
and Martha. 
Down the road a 
little farther is the new Bethany. 
a dlrtv squalid collection of Arab 
huts. 
Here we stop and visit the 
traditional tomb of Lazarus, en­ 
trance fee 25 cents. 
We crowd 
down 
a 
dark, 
narrow 
winding 
stairw ay to an underground cave 
or grotto tomb. such as is seen 
evervwhere in this land. 
B> t e 
light of flickering candles we are 
shown the place 
where 
Lazarus 
came forth from death to life. 
Good Samaritan Inn 
“Continuing 
down 
the 
Jericho 
road. about half way we stop again 
a t w hat is called the Good Sam ari­ 
tan Inn. the traditional site of the 
inn of the New Testament parable. 
It is a very modern stone hut, but 
serves the purposes of collecting 
another 25 cents from the tourist. 
"At last we drop down to the 
level plain that surrounds the Dead 
Sea at its upper end. 
Here we 
atop 
and 
take 
a 
swim 
in the 
briniest water, In the lowest spot. 
on earth. 
It la said to be com­ 
posed of 25 per cent of solid mat­ 
ter. and It feels like It when you 
get it In your eyes or mouth. 
"Five or six miles north 
the 
road brings us out at the River 
Tordan, at the traditional site of 
the baptism. 
It is a very disap­ 
pointing river, not at all like the 
beautiful imaginary pictures of It. 
It may be more attractive a t other 
points above, 
but 
here 
it 
was 
muddy, 
and 
both 
banks 
were 
overgrown 
with 
willows 
and 
brush. 
"Driving several miles back to­ 
wards the hills we reach 
New 
Jericho, or the modern village, and 
a little farther on the ruins of old 
Jericho. 
These may be the very 
walls that tumbled down at the 
shout of Joshua’s army. Near here 
la Elisha’s fountain, mentioned in 
S Kings. 2-18-22. and from it still 
flows 
a 
magnificent 
stream 
of 
sweet water right 
out 
of 
the 
ground. 
"Back to Jerusalem In time for 
lunch, and then we will spend the 
afternoon seeing Bethlehem, about 
five miles to the south of Jerusa­ 
lem. 
On the way, by the side of 
the road, we stop to visit Rachel s 
tomb. 
Here Rachel, Jacob’s wife, 
died and was burled on their Jour­ 
ney 
from 
Bethel 
to 
Hebron. 
(Genesis, 85:16-20.) 
• 
"The one place of greatest in­ 
terest In Bethlehem is, of course, 
the Church of the Nativitiy, built 
over the cave-like grotto which 
is claimed to be the stable manger 
where our Savior was born. This 
church, which is at least a thous­ 
and years old, belongs In common 
to the Latin, Greek and Armenian 
sects . It was originally beautiful­ 
ly adorned with gold, marble and 
mosaics, of which 
only 
a 
few 
fragments remain. 
Now, it is a 
desolate and gloomy relic of bet­ 
ter days. 
Descending a stairway 
In the back of the church we come 
to the Grotto of the Nativity, a 
subterranean vault containing two 
recesses opposite each other. One 
recess contains a marble slab, set 
with a silver star, and Is supposed 
to be the place where Christ was 
boro. 
In the recess are 
steps 
leading down to the Chapel 
of 
the 
Manger. 
Another 
chapel Is 
dedicated to the Magi, and it is 
here that they are supposed to 
have offered their 
gifts 
to 
the 
new born Babe. 
These grottoes 
are filled with altars and rich 
decoraticns. 
The 
lamps 
and 
candles ever burning made it seem 
to me rather ‘spooky.’ 
How this 
rock-hewn cave, reached only by a 
small, winding stairway, could ever 
have been used for a 
stable 
Is 
beyond my comprehension. 
It is 
more than likely that the stable 
where Christ was born has long 
since passed away, but 
we 
do 
know that somewhere In the little 
town of Bethlehem He was born, 
and that Is enough. 
Milk Grotto 
“Other traditional spots shown 
in Bethlehem are the Milk Grotto, 
the Grotto of the Slaughter of the 


Innocents, Joseph’s workshop, etc. 
"Bethlehem is one of tho prettiest 
towns In Judea, built on a hillside. 
The surroundings are attractive, 
and 
the 
town 
Itself 
clean and 
bright, agreeably lacking the filth 
and poverty of the average Arab 
village. The spirit of Christ seems 
to pervade the little town, and 
as someone has said, It is always 
Christmas in Bethlehem. 
’The third trip from Jerusalem 
is west of Jaffa (ancient Jaffa) 
on the seacoast, but as I have al­ 
ready written of that I will not re­ 
peat. 
"The great trip is of course the 
one north to Galilee. 
From Jeru­ 
salem to Tiberius on the Lake of 
Galilee is about 120 
miles, 
and 
there is a fine auto road all the 
way. 
As we leave Jerusalem in 
the early morning and spin along 
I will point out some of the places 
of Interest along the way. 
Four 
m iles.out we pass Tel-el-Ful (an­ 
cient Gibeah), the birthplace and 
royal residence 
of 
King 
Baul. 
Farther on, to our right, is the site 
of ancient Bethel. 
Soon. on our 
left, we reach Mount Ebal and 
Mount Gerizim, the mountains of 
blessing and cursing. 
Now we are 
in Samaria, and our next stop is 
at Sychar, near which is Jacob’s 
well. 
No spot in all Palestine is 
more authentic than this. 
For it 
is tho only well In the place and 
bears every evidence of being the 
very well where Jesus 
sat 
and 
talked to the Sam aritan woman. 
We each sat on the stone top and 
had a drink from the well, which 
is ninety feet deep. 
Near here is 
also the tomb of Joseph (Joshua 
24:32.) 
"Now we pass through Nablus. 
or ancient Shechem, once a city of 
refuge and now the home of the 
few remaining Sam aritans, aboùt 
170 in number. 
At Sebastleh the 
ancient city of Samaria, we stop 
and look at the ruins of Herod's 
Colonnade and Ahab’s Ivory Pal­ 
ace. 
This was once Ahab’s capital 
city in Samaria. 
Then on past 
little Hermon and Mt. Tabor and 
Dothan, where Joseph found his 
brethren. 
"Just before reaching Nazareth 
up on the hillside, we skirt the 
eastern end of the great plain of 
Esdraelon, where so many of the 
great battles of the 
ages 
have 
been fought, and where many be­ 
lieve the great battle of Armaged­ 
don will be fought. 
It Is a wide, 
level, beautiful valley, resembling 
very much the broad Irvine ranch 
below Santa Ana. 
City of Nazareth 
“Climbing up the hills we at 
last reach Nazareth, the home of 
Jesus for 30 years. 
It is a dirty, 
unattractive town now, and one 
does not wonder th at it was asked, 
"Can any good come out of Naz­ 
areth?” 
The view is good though, 
and we can overlook the great 
Plain 
of 
Esdraelon. 
with 
Mt. 
Carmel 
in 
the 
background. 
At 
Nazareth we visit the traditional 
sites, which are the old synagogue 
where Jesus 
preached. 
Joseph’s 
workshop, the • Virgin's Fountain, 
or where Mary used to go to draw 
water from N azareth’s only well, 
and the Church of the Annuncia­ 
tion. 
"After 
eating 
our lunch in a 
wayside coffee house, we speed on 
our way to the little town of Nain, 
five miles from Nazareth, past the 
Horns of Hattim , and at last, top- ! 
ping the range of hills, we look 
down upon the beautiful Sea of 
Galilee, nestling deep in the encir­ 
cling hills. It is a small lake, only 
about four miles wide and nine 
miles long and is six hundred feet 
below sea level. 
The Jordan flows 
into it at the upper end and out at 
the lower end, on its descending 
course to the Dead Sea, miles to 
the south.

L ipsticks only begin to be costly 
when they have enough red to tin t 
the lips. And then I object to their 
use. N ot on moral grounds, merely 
aesthetic ones. If the color would 
stay, It would be all right, but the 
color alw ays comes off In patches 
and the m outh looks like a carica­ 
ture, very badly done. 
If the lips are badly cracked. I’d 
advise keeping them covered w ith 
boracic ointm ent when possible, for 
th is is antiseptic and very healing. 
An obstinate crack m ay have to be 
cured by touching it w ith n itrate of 
silver, but as this is a powerful 
caustic. I’d strongly 
suggest 
you 
get your doctor to do it for you. 
Boracic ointm ent will cure blisters 
on th e lips due to colds or fevers. 
Ulcers inside the m ouths, which 
come from bad teeth or indigestion, 
are cured by rinsing frequently w ith 
antiseptic m outh washes.

Staten to embark upon a forestry 
program for farm woods and Idla 
lands with a special forest officer 
in charge, It ie announced by the

Forest service of the U. 8. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 


James E. Davie, assistant county 
agricultural agent, a graduate of 
th# department of forestry at Cor­ 
nell university, has been selected 
by the local board of supervisors to 
nerve ae county forester and to pro­ 
mote effective forestry throughout 
Chautauqua county. Thle will In­ 
clude the ultimate reforestation of 
approximately 150,000 acres of ldla 
land and the effective management 
of about 120,000 acres of woodland 
In farms. 
Since 1909 Individuals and groups 
In this county have planted 054,000 
trees furnished from th e nurseries 
of the N ew York S ta t* Conversa­ 
tion com m ission. L ast year S54.000 
trees were planted and the county 
board 
of 
supervisors 
started 
a 
county forest. 
“There are tw o m ajor reasons 
w h y this county should recognize 
the need of forest developm ent, 
sa y s the forest service. “In the first

Jam estow n Is a large furniture In­ 
dustry which p a y s good prices for 
high-grade hardwoods, w h ile a short 
Sistance aw ay at Erie, P ennsylvania, 
are large plup m ills. T he vineyards 
in the northern end of th e county 
require 600,000 grape p osts every 
year. T his Is in addition to the 
wood needed for grape packages.

D uring a recent v isit o f W . W. 
R obbins, instructor a t the U niver­ 
sity of C alifornia and a 
form er 
sugar beet grow er o f Colorado, a 
very close stu d y of field conditions 
of sugar b eets w as m ade in several 
section s of th is county. From this 
survey w e found that the one op ­ 
eration w hich is lim iting the pro­ 
duction o f b eets m ore than a n y ­ 
thing else is th a t of proper th in ­ 
ning. O f course, m any grow ers are 
attem pting to grow the crop only 
on the poorer land w ith the resu l­ 
tan t poor yields, but aside from 
that, proper thinning has m ore to 
do w ith the tonnage of beets pro­ 
duced than anyth in g else.

Orange county walnut growers 
will have an opportunity to hear the 
latest reports on the control of wal­ 
nut codling moth or walnut worm, 
during the first week In June, ac­ 
cording to announcement from J. A. 
Smiley, chairman of the Farm bu­ 
reau walnut growers department 
The Agricultural Extension serv­ 
ice and Horticultural Commission­ 
er's office are preparing details for 
a field meeting and demonstration 
of control methods. Spraying and 
dusting machines will be on hand 
to demonstrate the use and appli­ 
cation of materials to the trees. The 
meeting will be held In the vicinity 
of Tustin near the center of the 
walnut acreage of Orange county. 
All growers axe urged to be pres­ 
ent to hear the status of tho sea­ 
son’s Infestation and recommenda­ 
tions of the entomologists for field 
operations this year.

Crops that m eet one 
or more of th ese requirem ents and 
that can be planted from June IO to 
A ugust I ar* discussed in the sta te­ 
m ent. Th* im portance of replanting 
as m uch of the overflow ed land as 
possible in som e crop to prevent 
the grow th of w eeds and noxious 
grasBies is also em phasized. County 
agen ts sn d other representatives of 
the departm ent and of the state a g ­ 
ricultural colleges w ill be advised 
of sources of seed s of th e various 
short season crops recom m ended. 
Probably 65 per cent or m ore of 
th* several m illion acres of flooded 
im proved farm lands, excep t In the 
sugar cane area of southern L ou is­ 
iana, have heretofore been planted 
in cotton. It is neither possible nor 
desirable, says the circular, to re­ 
plant th is entire area In cotton. It 
Is im portant, however, th at every 
farm er and tenant should be able to 
plant a reasonable acreage as a 
cash crop. 
In the northern part of the flood 
area the w ater m ay recede in tim e 
to allow sh e d d in g or other prepara­ 
tion of land before planting cotton. 
If so, th is should be done, m aking a 
good seed bed and fertilizin g as 
usual. 
In m ost of the flooded area, h o w ­ 
ever, there w ill not be tim e to w alt 
for the land to dry off. In th is case 
the departm ent is urging planting In 
the mud on land prepared before the 
overflow, taking the first land that 
show s above the receding water. 
T he seed should be thrown In the 
mud w ith enough force to bury it, 
and car# taken not to pack it in any 
way. Planted in this w ay the seed 
should germ inate and the cotton 
be up in tw o or three d a y s The 
planters should follow the receding 
w ater each day and plant the co t­ 
ton as fast as 4and Is uncovered so 
that it m ay have tim e to com e 
up 
before the surface bakes. The stand 
should be thinned as quickly as p os­ 
sible, leavin g two or three stalk s to 
apart In the row. 
If the w ater recedes in tim e, corn 
m ay be planted, but, unlike cotton, 
a t least IO days or tw o w eeks should 
be allow ed after the w ater has re­ 
ceded before p a in tin g . V arieties of 
corn usually grown m ay be planted 
south of M issouri as late as June 
IO. 
M exican June corn m ay be 
planted until July I, and In som e 
I p arts of the valley probably until 
July 25. On land prepared before the 
overflow thorough cultivation will 
probably be enough preparation for 
planting. 
A num ber of other crops such as 
th e sorghum s, soybeans, cow peas, 
sw eet potatoes, and peanuts can be 
planted in July, say the crop 
spe 
dialists and still yield forage for 
livestock and food for the people. 
The sw eet potato is one of the 
m ost Im portant food crops through­ 
out the M ississippi valley. B y the 
tim e the flooded districts are 
dry 
enough for planting it w ill be too 
late tor startin g plants, and the hill 
sections 
m ust be depended upon 
for either plant# or cuttings. M il­ 
lions of plants are now available 
and w ill probably be availab le at a 
m uch later date lf potato grow ers 
throughout the south outside the 
flooded area w ill resand their beds 
after the first pulling of plants and 
care for the beds so as to produce 
all the late plants possible to pro­ 
vide for the demand. In the low er 
M ississippi 
valley sw eet potatoes 
m ay be planted as late a s July 20 
and yet m ake a fair crop. T he v a ­ 
rieties known as N ancy H all, Porto 
Rico, and Triumph, w ill give best 
results In the delta section. 


N ow Is the tim e to thin apricots 
and peaches in order that the g rea t­ 
est results m ay be obtained when 
harvest tim e com es around, accord­ 
in g to the Agricultural E xtension 
service. Trees that are producing a 
large crop will be more or less p er­ 
m anently w eakened and w ill bear 
poor 
crops 
in 
succeeding 
years. 
Thinned fruit is more uniform in 
size, texture, colors and flavor. 
A pricots 
respond 
very w ell 
to 
thinning, 
says 
Harold 
W ahlberg, 
farm advisor. Ordinarily, apricots 
should not be closer than three to 
five inches apart. Two fru its are 
occasionally left on opposite sid es 
of the sam e branch tf they w ill not 
touch each other when m ature. 
Trees th at are long p runed need 
thinning to prevent severe break­ 
age. T his can very easily be done by 
using a long pole w ith a foot and a 
half or tw o feet or rub b er hose fa s­ 
tened to the end. The rubber hose 
acts as a flail and can be used ad 
vantageously. 
P eaches respond the best of any 
deciduous fruit, to thinning. R e­ 
m em ber that a tw o and one half 
Inch 
peach 
1» required for first 
grade according to the canning a s­ 
sociation 
standards.

tw o-in ch 
peach w eigh s Just one-half as m uch 
as a tw o and one half Inch peach. 
P eaches should be four to six inch#» 
apart a1 harvest time. 
One

consideration 
Is 
that thinning does not reduce to n ­ 
nage at harvest tim e. This fear has 
kept m any grow ers In the past from 
thinning, but such is not the case. 
W hen you consider that it takes tw o 
2-inch peaches to equal one tw o and 
on e-half inch peach, and th at the 
tw o and one half inch peach w ill 
bring you m ore m oney than the tw o 
sm aller individuals, the econom y of 
thinning can readily b» seen.

Every day the newspapers tell of tragedies that have resulted 
from the unsuccessful efforts of persons who have tried to gather 
riches by short-cut methods. 
A man endeavored to amass a fortune over night in a num­ 
ber of real estate transactions. The house of cards fell, arrest and 
disgrace were in sight so he took suicide as the best way out. An­ 
other man, playing the market and losing, stole from his firm. 
He 
was sentenced to prison. As the words which sealed his doom were 
pronounced by the judge, he explained: "Well, this kind of busi­ 
ness doesn’t pay.” 
Hundreds of instances of this type might be related. 
Those 
who practice thrift may seem to be mere plodders. Their methods 
are not spectacular. 
They do not attract widespread attention in 
the press because of their sensational accomplishments. But slowly, 
steadily they build and develop. And, in the long run, success will 
be theirs. There will be no cause for regrets; no tragedies; no sui­ 
cides; no prison sentences; no exclamations of ’’well, this kind of 
business doesn’t pay.” 
Much of the crime and distress existing in this country today 
may be attributed to the unwillingness of many to accumulate wealth 
through the slow, steady processes of thrift. 
Not all of the tragedies of financial ruin and disgrace originate 
in evil hearts or through lack of knowledge. 
They are very often 
the results of impatience. Instead of taking things more slowly and 
systematically there are those who are willing to take a chance— 
they are ready to gamble their own funds in the hope of abnormal 
profits or, what is still worse—gamble money that belongs to others. 
One of the elements of thrift is patience. 
Through it growth 
and progress, while slow, are absolutely assured. 
The pathway of thrift is a safe one to travel. Those who are 
content to acquire possessions through slow but steady methods 
will never find themselves standing amidst the wreckage of a ruin­ 
ed life and exclaiming in their despair: “Well, this kind of business 
doesn’t pay.”

NICARAGUA POLICY 


The present Nicaragua situation is clearly shown 
in a document recently made public by the State 
department. 
It is a letter delivered to Gen. Mon- 
cada, “rebel war chief,” by Henry L. Stimson, Pres­ 
ident Coolidge’! special envoy to Nicaragua. 
It 
reads : 
“Concerning our conversation this morning, I have 
the honor to inform you that I am authorized to say 
that the president of the United States intends to 
accept the request of the Nicaraguan government to 
supervise the election of 1928; that the retention 
of President Diaz during the remainder of his term 
is regarded as essential to that plan and will be in­ 
sisted upon; that a general disarmament of the 
country also is regarded as necessary for the proper 
and successful conduct of such election, and that 
the forces of the United States will be authorized to 
accept the custody of the arms of those willing to 
lay them down, including the government, and to 
disarm forcibly those who will not do so.” 
This, of course, means frank intervention. 
Our 
government has intervened in Nicaragua and stopped 
the fighting and is going to disarm anybody on either j should 
side who starts anything, including the forces of the 
Diaz government which our government is upholding. 
More American marines are sent to enforce this pol­ 
icy. Uncle Sam is to remain in Nicaragua and super-

Among the m ost prolific sources of infection were 
found to be athletic clothes which are worn while 
the person perspires freely and which are not fre­ 
quently washed.

washed a t home during a trip to Bermuda. 
It was 
left in the ham per for a period of weeks, and 
washed when brought home. 
A pparently the w ash­ 
ing w as not sufficient to destroy 
the 
organism. 
The wom an developed a severe infection w ith the 
mold. 
It is also generally believed th at the floors of 
show er baths carry the infection. Dr. C. J. W hite of 
Boston describes six cases seen among the boys in 
a boarding school and the infestation of 23 m em ­ 
bers of one golf club. 
The condition usually appears as a red eruption 
between the thighs, between the toes, or between 
the fingers, som etim es scaling and som etim es with 
cracks and fissures. 
Occasionally there is mild 
itching and blistering. 
Iu the prevention of the condition, Dr. W hite sug­ 
gests th a t th e patient be warned against contact 
with leather or woolen objects of dress, toilet and 
sp o rt.. H e m ust be told not to w ear wool or leather 
next to th e skin. 
He m ust allow only boilable m a­ 
terials to touch him. 
A rticles w hich have come In contact w ith the 
infection should be used only once and then boiled 
separately from the rest of the household linen, and 
finally hung inside-out in the sun for a whole day. 
Shower baths should not be taken, unless the a f­ 
fected feet are covered w ith cotton stockings. 
The 
use of paper towels, .running w ater and liquid soap 
encouraged, and the infected areas should 
be kept cool. 
The treatm en t of the condition w ith drugs in­ 
volves the use of complicated prescriptions, which 
are changed from tim e to time, according to the 
state of the disease.
